additional; those who prefer pay-
ing in March, 1909, to the 15th of
Said month, can do so by paying
an addition of 7 per cent. (After
said date the books will close.)

Road Tax can be paid during
the fall but if those liable prefer
doing so, they can pay the rogd
ax during January, February afd
March, 1909, for the year 1909.
The Commutation tax is $2.00 for

Taxpayers owning property or
paying taxes for others will please
ask for d"tax receipt in each own-
ship or Special School District in
which he or they may own proper-
ty.
